‘While such a_ situation would 
seem to lead to spiraling prices, it 


presently does not, because the U. 


S. Treasury is selling off its silver 
reserves for $1.29 an ounce. As a 
result, last year, between January 
1964 and January 1965, the Trea- 
sury’s silver stockpile dwindled 
from 1.53 billion ounces to 1.19 bil- 
lion ounces—a loss of 340 million 
ounces, or 90 million ounces more 
than we used in the United States 
during that time, and nearly 9 
times more than we produced. 

Obviously, the price of silver is 
being held at an artificially low 
level. This has two effects. 

First. It deprives silver produc- 
ers of the price they could receive 
in an unsuppressed market. This 
discourages new expl oration 
which, in turn, hinders the expan- 


sion of silver production, so clear-. 


ly called for. 

Second. The price situation en- 
courages hoarding and speculation. 
In some places, our silver dollars 
are already being melted down. 
Once the price of silver breaks 
through its present ceiling, when 
the Treasury’s. stockpile is ex- 
hausted, our silver dollars and sub- 
sidiary coinage will be melted 
down for the silver content. 

It is apparent that the first and 
second effects of this artificial 


_ price situation work, potentially, 


at cross purposes. 


Any solution 
must take account of this fact, and 
must cautiously deal with all ram- 


- ifications of this delicate dilemma. 


Certain things are evident. 


_ First. The coinage system must be 








_ machines. 





changed so that the intrinsic value 
of the silver in any coin will not 
come to exceed the face value of 
the coin itself. At the same time, 
we must undertake to preserve a 
precious metal coinage, with as 
much silver content as rising mar- 
ket prices will permit. Retaining 
silver in our coins befits the great- 
est commercial Nation of the 
world ,and will help to guarantee 
continuing public confidence in our 
money. 

Second. Since we presently pump 
more than $3 billion in coins 
through vending machines each 
year, any change in silver content 
should guard against the sudden 
and ruinous obsolenscence of these 


‘Finally, 


the silver demand of the free 
world out of Treasury stocks, so 
that the silver bullion we still have 
left will remain available to fill our 
future coinage requirements.” 
Commenting on the provisions 
of §.1297, Senator Church stated: 
“This bill provides for the reduc- 
tion of the silver content in coins. 
The silver dollar could be reduced 
from 371 grains to a minimum of 
120, with a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the silver content of sub- 
sidiary coins. This reduced min- 
imum is low enough to insure a 
long-term supply of Treasury sil- 
ver for minting purposes, and is 
still high enough to allow vending 
machines to operate without sub- 
stantial change. The new coins 
would look, sound, and perform 
the same as the coins we now use. 
Naturally, this reduction in sil- 
ver content requires that the 
monetary value of. silver be rais- 
ed. The bill would set the new 
value at $4 per fine troy ounce, 
when demanded as redemption for 


tae Vike ‘United States : 
should stop supplying one-half of 


silver certificates still outstand- 
ing.” 

On the advantages of this mea- 
sure Senator Church had this to 
say: “Enactment of this bill will 
enable us to preserve our precious 
metal coinage. It will protect 
against the hoarding and melting 
of coins, regardless of such _ in- 
crease in the market price of sil- 
ver as is likely to occur in the fore- 
seeable future.” 

On the areas not covered by S. 
1297, Senator Church remarked: 
“Tt might also be useful to specify 
some of the things the bill will not 


oO. 

It does not specify which alloy 
will be used with silver, how much 
coins will weigh, or how they shall 


be minted; therefore, it does not 


handcuff the ‘Treasury Depart- 


ment. 


It does not solve the current 
problem of scarcity of our  sub- 
sidiary coins. This shortage is at- 
tributable to a rapid increase in 
the use of vending machines and 
the popularity of coin collecting as 
a hobby and it will not be relieved 
until the mints have completed 
their planned expansion and the 
needed additional coins have been 
put into circulation.” 

Gold cover removal 

GOLD: By 74 yeas to7 nays 
(motion to reconsider tabled), 
Senate passed without amendment 
and cleared for President H.R. 
3818, to eliminate the requirement 
of Federal Reserve banks to main- 
tain certain reserves in gold cer- 
tificates against deposit liabilities, 
after rejecting two additional 
amendments as follows: 

Mundt amendment providing for 
Government subsidy of the do- 
mestic gold-ming industry; and, 
by 22 yeas to 58 nays, Lausche 
amendment to declare congression- 
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al policy of containing the existing 
requirement that. Federal Re- 
serve banks maintain reserves in 
gold certificates of not less than 
25 percent against their notes in 
circulation. President Johnson has 
now signed the bill into law. 

A timely and comprehensive 
study on gold, entitled ‘World 
sources and uses of gold’ was just 
released by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago authored by Mr. 
George G. Kaufman a staff mem- 
ber of this institution.

crisis, probably prevented Western 
central banks from achieving a 
record increase in their gold hold- 
ings during the year. Official gold 
holdings of international institu- 
tions and Western central banks 
rose 705 million dollars in the first 
nine months of 1964 compared 
with 430 million in the same peri- 
od in 1963 and only 325 million in 
all of 1962. 

Purchases by official institu- 
tions account for only a portion of 
total purchases of new gold each 
year. The remainder is purchased 
either for use in industry and the 
arts or by private sources as a 
store of value and hedge against 
devaluation of national currencies. 


The distribution of gold among 
these purchasers is dependent, in 
large measure, upon changes in 
confidence in political and econo- 
mic conditions both at home and 
abroad. 

Changes in official gold hold- 
ings tend to move inversely with 
changes in private holdings. When 
international tensions are low, of- 
ficial gold holdings expand faster 
than private holdings. When con- 
fidence is disturbed by either the 
threat of war or serious deteriora- 
tion in a major country’s balance 
of payments, fear arises about the 
future value of national curren- 
cies and private sources tend to 
acquire the bulk of the new gold 
offered for sale. (Although  pri- 
vate citizens and business firms 
in the United States and United 
Kingdom may not own or _ pur- 
chase gold other than for in- 
dustrial, artistic and limited nu- 
mismatic uses, residents of many 
other countries may do so.)

"THE recent release of }'rench 
-& mint sets, “f.d.c. sets” in inter- 
national numismatie vernacular, 
ee has focused collectors attention 
on an otherwise sadly neglected 
area of numismatics in the Uni- 
ted States — French coinage. 
Collectors familiar with early 
British coinage have a better op- 
portunity to familiarize them- 
selves with the history of French 
coinage, as both subjects are 
sometimes interwoven. In gen- 
eral, however, the field is rather 
specialized and good modern refer- 
ences on French coinage in the 
English language are lacking. 
The British currency divisions 
of £.s.d. themselves are directly 
related to the old French system. 
~ Indeed “L” (pound) also stands 
for livre (a pound of silver); “s” 
- gtands for a solidus, sol or sou 
in French, and ‘“d,” denarius, the 
Latin designation, found its 
equivalent in the French denier. 
Early French and British mint- 
ing processes often served as a 
- mutual source of inspiration of 
_ both the Paris and London mints. 
French mint engraver Nicholas 
Briot, appointed to the London 
Mint by Charles I in 1628, is well 
om mbered for t 









- In 1815 King Louis XVIII of 
France was cut off from French 
mint installations by Napoleon’s 

- advancing troops. To pay the as- 
sisting British troops in the north- 
east of France, King Louis had 
to resort to the minting of “louis 

- q@or’” (20-Fr. pieces) at the Lon- 

don Mint, these coins, an exact 
reproduction of the 1814 20-Fr. 
piece, were dated 1815 however. 

Some 871,000 of these pieces were 

issued. 

_. French inventor Gay Lussac 

perfected the volumetric or wet 

-. method of assaying, a process 

later, at least partially, adopted 

_in England by Sir Austen, chem- 

_ ist and London mint assayer. 

As recently as 1944, 1945, the 
London Mint has executed coinage 
for French West Africa (Afrique 

Occidentale Francaise). 

It is interesting to note this 

coinage was not regularly auth- 

orized. To counteract the short- 
age of circulating medium in 

French West Africa, the Governor 

General approved the issuance of 
metaliic currency. Under this au- 
thority 15 million pieces of 1- 
franc and 10 million pieces of 50- 
centimes were struck in aluminum 
bronze at the London Mint and 

circulated in Spring of 1945. 

To the collector of British or 
Commonwealth coins thus, the 
extension to French coinage can 
be a logical step in an effort to 
broaden the general scope of a 
comprehensive collection. Already 
French crowns or “ecus” occupy 
a place of honor in coilections of 
world crowns or dollar-sized coins. 
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The piastres de commerce of 
French Indo-China, now trouble- — 
ridden Vietnam, are the equiva- 


lent of the U. S. or British trade 


dollars and belong in a collection | 


of world trade coins. 
Recent developements — 
France’s decision to issue un- 
circulated specimen sets of its 


1964 and 1965 coinage may be. 


considered a serious attempt to 
bring French metallic currency 
into the numismatic spotlight. 
These sets were offered for sale 
at mid-year 1964 by the “Mon- 
naie de Paris,” the French Mint. 


The 1964 series, housed in a 


customized vynil pouch marked 
“Monnaie de Paris,’ comprises 
the seven coins struck in 1964: 
Dt ae 0.00 He,’ 0.20 Fr, 
0.10 Fr., 0.05 Fr, 0.01 Fr. The 
entire package in turn is lodged 
in a rectangular longitudinal felt- 
lined box marked on the cover:

The container also features a 
French tri-colored ribbon flanked 


by a replica gold seal of the Paris 
- Mint dated 1707. These sets were 
offered initially at $4.00 postpaid ~~ 
- of which the delivery began No- © 
vember 1, 1964, and is now vir- 
tually completed. — é 


The 1965 series, housed in a 
similar case, but marked “1965,” 
will in addition contain the new- 
ly minted 10-Fr. piece, a dollar 
sized coin, and the 0.50 Fr. coin 
is replaced by the so-called half 
franc. According to the original 
mint notice, the 1965 set will not 
contain the 0.05 Fr. denomination. 
Delivery of the 1965 set, original- 
ly offered at $7.60, was expected 
to begin on February 1 and to 
close by April 30. At the time 
of this writing, seemingly no 1965 
sets were yet received in the 
United States; by publication 
date, however, it is likely this set 
will be actively offered through 
regular commercial channels.

The acquisition of the 1964 and 
1965 mint sets is a possible be- 
ginning for the neophyte’s collec- 


tion of French coins. Although - 


the earlier ecus or crowns are in 
brisk demand by collectors of 
world crowns, their price is rela- 
tively modest compared to equiva- 
lent Canadian dollars or Common- 
wealth crowns. . 

Minor French coinage, from 
1848 to date, is a virtually un- 
touched field in the United States, 
and its acquisition is a relatively 
simple matter. Completion of a 
“type’”’ collection of this period 
is both inexpensive and interest- 
ing. For the collector discourag- 
ed by high prices in other fields, 
this type of material might prove 
most rewarding and attractive as 
other avenues of collection be- 
come increasingly crowded.

publications. Even if. equipped 
with a very limited knowledge of 
French, the collector will find the 
work excellent for identification 
and attribution purposes. Its pre- 
sentation is somewhat similar. to 
Wilson Peck’s “English copper, 
tin and bronze coins in the Bri- 
tish Museum.” The -néw. book 
is entitled ‘Histoire -Monetaire 
et Numismatique Contemporaine”’ 
(1790-1848) Vol. 1 by Jean Ma- 
zard, also the author ox.the stand- 
ard reference on coins -of the 
French Colonies. Volume ID - by 
Mazard soon to follow, will cover 
French coinage from 1848 to date 
and should prove the ultimate 
and definitive reference in the 
field. The Histoire Monetaire is 
available from E. Bourgey, 7 rue 
Drouot, Paris 9, France, also an 
excellent source for earlier works 
on French numismatics. 

The field of French coins re- 
mains wide open and affords con- 
siderable opportunities to both be- 
ginner and advanced collector of 
foreign coins alike.

Issued 
for the Festival of Britain. 

The Royal Mint report of 
1951 notes: “In further 
commemorating of the Fes- 
tival, specimen sets of ten 
Proof coins, comprising all 
denominations from the 
crown to the farthing were 
issued in cardhoard cases 
at 1 Pound per set. 

Coins of Proof standard 
cannot be rapidly produced 
in great numbers, and 
throughout the period of 
the Exhibition, supplies 
both of Crowns and of sets 
were considerably below de- 
mand. Eventually, owing to 
the considerable pressure 
upon the Mint for coins for 
normal circulation, the 
(Proof Set) issue was li- 
mited to 20,000 sets. 

The specimen sets and 
five shilling pieces were 
sold at a Pavillion specially 
built for the Royal Mint in 
the Homes and Gardens 
section at the South Bank 
Exhibition. At this point, 
1,144,000 five shilling 
pieces (crowns) and 9,378 
specimen sets were sold.

The main 
declines were the 1939-D_los- 
ing ten dollars and the 1960-P 
small date dropping five dollars 
more. The volumn was compara- 
tively heavy with many offers to 
sell. The advances posted are 
firm based on transactions not 
just offers to buy. Most advances 
were at the three dollar level. 

Jefferson nickels moved up- 
ward $12.00 showing a high of 
$2,767.00.

Seven issues in all moved 
upward for a net gain of $236.00. 
Last week the net gain of this 
series was $300.00. 

Canadian Proof-Like sets took 
a turn for the better this week 
with the 1957 and 1958 sets gain- 
ing three dollars each.
